that car were right and proper, and In
defense of his civil liberty."

tilnd Stand Wan Taken.
In taking the floor, Mr. Fulton stat¬

ed that he regretted very much that
Attorney Gulgon had failed to return
for the afternoon session, regretted
that Mr. Oulgon, as nc termed it, had
abandoned his case.

It was a question of civil liberty,
the lawyer said, and he was glad that
one man of outraged conscience could
make a stand against a company which
mado rules behind closed doors wlrlch
had never been published. Ho read a

ruling of the company to the effect
that If a passenger enters a car and
through error neglects to pay his fare,
then the conductor shall enter anu
collect Buch fare. The order was
signed by Mr. Buchanan, general su-

perintendent. Then hu read another
ruling, which stated that a conductor
shall see that the fore Is paid upon
the entrance of the passenger. Viola¬
tion of this rule means dismissal for
the first offense. This order was signed
by H. Pollard, divisional superintend¬
ent. Mr. Fulton said that no subser¬
vient olficlal had the authority to make
rules and regulations; that they could
be made only by the board of directors
"Shame on the Commonwealth!" ex¬

claimed Mr. Fulton, "when the hire¬
lings.the hirelings, I say.of a public
service corporation shall ho vested
with the power to arrest private citi¬
zens." He declared a tic.-et to be a
contract between the passenger and
carrier, and that It was the carrier's
duty to take the ticket which itself
had sold and which it guarantees as a
passport of travel.
The company's rule, that ono's fare

must be paid upon entrance, he said,
was not printed on the ticket, und,
therefore, could not be enforced. Ho
cited an authority to the effect that
a passenger must either pay Ills faro
or quietly leave the car If he has not
a ticket or other token of evidence
that he haa a right ,to travel. In this
Instance, the passenger, it was stated,
had a ticket, offered t- pay it, and
not only was not allowed to leave the
car. but was locked In. And the law,
stated the attorney, gives every man
.the right to resist illegal arrest. He
cited the famous Charlottesvlllo ease
of Muscoo against the Commonwealth.

Mr. Justis delivered his nrgumcnt in
the morning, lie, too, citing authorities
showing that tho arrest was Illegal,
and showing that Mr. O'Flaherty was
within his rights In refUslig to walk
back to the ticket box, especially
when It had not been proved that he-
neglected to pay his faro.

CIRCUIT COURTS WILL
GO OUT OF EXISTENCE

Elimination of Historic Tribunals Provided for
in New Judiciary Code Enacted by Congress

to Become Effective J.muary 1, 1912.
Washington, d. C, November 2S..In

every State of the Union there will pus*
out of existence on January 1 ncxi
a historic court, practically as old of
the State Itself. On that day seventy-
soven United States Circuit Courts will
cease to do business at the 276 differ-
ent places they have been accustomed
to meet. Arrangements for this change
are now being perfected In Washlngtor
and throughout the circuits.
Tho elimination of the Clrculi

Courts was one of the reforms pro¬
vided for In tho new judiciary code
enacted by Congress on March 3. 1 ft 11
to become effective January I, 1912.
The code provided that after the latter
day there should be only the district
courts, the nlno Circuit Courts of Ap¬
peal and the Supreme Court. The ex¬
istence of the Circuit Courts since 1»91,
when the Circuit Courts of Appeal were
created, has been regarded as expen¬
sive and superlluous.
The twenty-nine circuit judges will

not loso their Jobs, as they will con¬
tinue to sit In tho Circuit Courts of
Appeal and help out tho district courts.
All tho clerks of tho Circuit Courts
will have their positions abolished. At
the same timo restrictions will be

placed upon tho amount that district
court clerks may draw as salary. Un¬
der a spec'al law the clerk ot tho
district and circuit courts In Kastern
Kentucky was entitled to $3,500 and
tees for each place in which either
court sat- As each court sat in five
different places, he was entitled to
$35,000 a year, If tho fees amounted to
that much. Other clerks were unus¬
ually favored by special legislation.
Hereafter It will bo impossible for u
clerk to receive more than $3,500.
The passing away of tho Circuit

Courts Is but'one ot the reforms of the
now code. After January 1 tho Chief
Justice of the United States will re¬
ceive $15,000 per annum, and each as¬
sociate Justice $1-1,500.
Under the now code Jurors for Fed¬

eral courts will receive their summons
by registered mall, instead of by per¬
sonal visits by deputy United States
marshals, and the government will
have b1x peremptory challenges in se¬
lecting Federal court juries. Instead of
threo. Still another reform will come
In the shape of a prohibition agalnu;
members of Congress practicing before
tho Court of Claims here.
